Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
forni the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3, 8-1 1 , 22, 23, 29, 30, 35. and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Craig et al, US 6,855,312. 

Craig et al teach a hair conditioner comprising 0.7% amodimethicone, 0.435% 
cetyl trimethylammonium chloride, 0.4% PEG-20 stearate nonionic surfactant, 0.75% 
hydroxyethylcellulose, 0.095% denatured ethanol, 0.29% propylene glycol, 0.02% 
isopropyl alcohol, 0.503% citric acid, 0.02% EDTA, and the balance water (col. 5, 
example 2). As this reference meets all material limitations of the claims at hand, the 
reference is anticipatory. 



3. Claims 1-3, 7-1 1 , 14, 21-23, 27, 29, 30, and 34-36 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Colurciello, US 6,221,833. 

Colurciello teaches a surface treatment composition comprising 4.5% aminated 
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silicone, 3% nonionic surfactant, 0.25% EDTA, 10% glycol ether solvent, 0.2% 
polyacrylate thickener, and the balance water (col. 9, example 3). As this reference 
meets all material limitations of the claims at hand, the reference is anticipatory. 

4. Claims 1-3, 8-11, 22, 23, 29, 30, 35, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Carballada et al, US 5,653,968. 

Carballada et al teach a hair conditioner comprising 0.1% amodimethicone, 
1.73% cationic surfactant mixture, 1.23% hydroxyethyicellulose, 0.11% citric/citrate 
denatured ethanol, 0.2% cetyl/stearyl alcohols, and the balance water (col. 28, example 
9). As this reference meets all material limitations of the claims at hand, the reference 
is anticipatory. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4-6, 12, 13, 15-20, 24-26, and 31-33 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent forni 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion
